Hero Without Headlines 
“Floyd 
Odium, 
chairman

Convair, came in for a lot of crit­ 
icism from the Navy when he 
built the giant 
B-36.

1946 was the biggest long-range 
bomber ever produced. The ad­ 
mirals charged—unfairly—that he 
had got the contract because of 
his friendship with Stuart Sym­ 
ington, then assistant secretary of 
wfar. This criticism got plenty of 
headlines. But getting no head­ 
lines, in fact kept secret until this 
day, is the fact that Odium spent 
around 
$20,000,000 
of 
Convair’s 
own money to construct the At 
las and that this expenditure ma­ 
terially helped the long-range de­ 
velopment of an intercontinental 
ballistic missile. 
“By 1951, howeyer, Convair’s di­ 
rectors were pressing Odium to 
run a red uik luie through the 


entire Atlas project. It was cost­ 
ing too much money. So Swan­ 
son was sent back to the Penta­ 
gon to see what he could do. He 
managed to corner Lt. Gen. Don 
Pytt, the Air Force's 
research 
chief.

Swanson explained that Convair 
directors felt the firm was scrap­ 
ing the bottom of its cash regis­ 
ter. Without authority from su- 
l>eriors,- the general promised to 
turn over $500.000 of his research 
funds to Convair to save the At­ 
las from extinction.

“The tribulations of the Atlas 
were not over by any means. Al­ 
though its life was saved, it had 
to survive on. the most meager 
of diets.

plants for Boeing to build bomb­ 
ers. Bombers would soon be out 
of date. Missiles were the weap­ 
ons of the future. 
But it was 
much easier at that time to get

His popularity was 
not limited to Missouri. A strict 
Jeffersonian D em ocrat, he had op­ 
ponents but not even in Congress 
did he have enem ies.

The Ninth Commandment says 
“You shall not bear false witness 
against'your neighbor.” All of the 
Commandments 
that 
we 
have 
studied this quarter have the im­ 
plications of moral integrity as a 
basis, but in this Commandment it 
becomes the sheer foundation by 
which we can either destroy or 
keep alive a man’s whole being. 
It is sad indeed when the testi­ 
mony of a neighbor can not be 
trusted. There can be no half- 
truths in the experiences of life. 
Even if that neighbor, in being 
truthful, is forced to work against 
you there must be no hate in your 
heart. He is obligated to God to 
share the truth of his wisdom and 
the love of God for his soul. 
We have seen occasions when 
international situations have been 
created because of incidents that 
have happened between people of 
different races in strained war­ 
like relationships. These incidents 
have not been helped by the seem­ 
ingly untruthfulness as to what has 
caused such problems in their orig­ 
inality, Both sides seem to find 
“honor” in telling only that which 
will be of value of them. 
Often these “silenced lies” come 
under oath that calls for the “whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.” 
In the society of modern America 
one of the most common, and. in 
the 
same 
instance, 
the 
most 
shameful act of falsehood, arises 
in the form of sly insinuations and 
the raising of suspicious beliefs 
about a person. 
Have you ever noticed how cor­ 
rectly planted remarks about a 
person or a situation can do more 
to destroy something than to have 
it directly denied? 
Another means of sly falsehood 
is to accuse someone because of 
his automatic “guilt by associa­ 
tion.” If* this were always true, 
then Jesus would have been a re­ 
jected man long before he was. It 
is true that His association with 
those He came to save was a fac­ 
tor in his rejection and because 
of it falsehood of association was 
shown to have been an unqualified 
weapon even then. 
No matter what our education 
might be — the strength of our 
word depends upon the fibre of 
our heart and soul. We can be 
powerful in praise, — or we can 
be powerful in punishment. We

can save a man s life by the 
words uttered from our bps at the j 
right time as they have been con­ 
jured up bv our soul; or we can 
send a man to a living death by 
accusations unjust to his life. 
Words become our destiny be­ 
cause we soon find ourselves being 
kind toward one another in our 
speech or being bitter and hate- i 
ful because within ourselves we 
are the same. If our heart is full 
of the love and compassion that a 
truthful Saviour shares with us we 
cannot help but reveal it. 
The worst that can happen to 
us is to appear before nod as 
something that we are not! 
You will recall our scripture 
J lesson about Peteer, as it is re- 
j corded in Matthew 26:69-75. Peter 
in some ways was more guilty of i 
the death of Jesus than was Judas. 
Judas was recognized for his guilt 
of desire for material possessions. ; 
Peter denied God because he was 
untruthful to his fellow human be­ 
ing: the Supreme Master of the 
ages! 
Even in silence we often bear 


false witness. Jesus has calledI 
each of us to a special task of wit- j 
nessing to His people. If we are j 
silent in action then there is no 
witness, because our life can not 
carry the entire responsibility. 
We sometimes hear it said of 
some man, “His actions sj)eak so 
loudly, you can t hear what he 
says.” Actions do often prove to 
be mere falsehoods and are es­ 
pecially impressive.

WASHINGTON—A lot of people 
were behind the success of Col. 
John Glenn, as he, himself, so 
often reminded the American peo­ 
ple. Among these unsung heroes 
on the sidelines, perhaps none de­ 
serve 
more 
credit 
for 
putting 
Project Mercury into orbit than a 
big businessman, Floyd Odium, 
and a little-known Belgian engi­ 
neer, Karel J. Bossart. 
Odium, who had purchased Con- 
solid^-d Vultee, better known as 
Canvas-, sank $20,000,000 of toe 
firm’s money into perfecting the 
giant Atlas at a time when the 
Defense Department had washed 
its hands of the project and when 
Odium’s directors were demand­ 
ing that he show profits instead 
of losses. 
However, he and 
Bosser! were 
convinced that it was the space 
weaj>on of the future. They kept 
working. Had it not been for their 
determination and Convair’s mon­ 
ey, Colonel Glenn would not have 
made his historic flight at the 
time he did. 
Actually the Atlas, or the MJ- 
774 as it was then called, got 
started lh 1945, the year the war 
ended, as toe brainchild of Bog­ 
gart , working for Convair. On 
April 22. 1946. $1,400,000 was al­ 
lotted by the Pentagon to develop 
the Atlas, but in 1947, with econ­

hower, then chief of staff, OK’d 
cutting off funds.

And the 
inside story of the struggle in­ 
side the Pentagon to keep the 
Giant rocket alive was told by 
this writer and Jack Anderson in 
the book “USA—2nd Class Pow­ 
er?” in 1958, as follows: 
“Bossart built a miniature At­ 
ta* and shipped it to Washing­ 


ton for a final appeal 
to the 
representative, Richard Swanson, 
worked hard to get the brass 
lined up for a meeting. For some 
reason the model of the Atlas was 
delayed and didn’t arrive until 
1:50 pm, ten minutes before the 
Air Force brass were scheduled 
to arrive. 
“ ’Get that crate open!* ordered 
Swanson anxiously. But the crate 
had been put together with long 
screws driven into the wood by 
machine. The model was almost 
as secure as in a bank vault. For 
an hour, as the 
generals fumed 
to the waist, struggled to pry the 
erate open. 
When at last they 
succeeded they found t h e Mis­ 
sile had been broken during their 
battle with the 
box. The impa­ 
tient generals snorted and walked 
out.

“ In desperation, Bossart turned 
to his boss, Floyd Odium, who 
nodded his balding, freckled head.

So Convair dipped into its 
own treasury while the generals 
poured out money on the Snark, 
a nonballistic, air-breathing weap­ 
on which proved to be relatively 
obsolete before it became opera­ 
tional. 
Hero Without Headlines 
“Floyd 
Odium,

Convair, came in for a lot of crit­ 
icism from the Navy when he 
built the giant 
B-36,

bomber ever produced. The ad­ 
mirals charged—unfairly—that he 
had got toe contract because of 
his friendship with Stuart Sym­ 
ington, then assistant secretary of 
war. This criticism got plenty of 
headlines. But getting no head­ 
lines, in fact kept secret until this 
day, is the fact that Odium spent 
around

“The tribulations of the Atlas 
were not over by any means. Al­ 
though its life was saved, it had 
to survive on. the most m eager 
of diets. Convair invested mora 
of its own money in the construc­

Force 
was 
providing 
free 
plants for Boeing to build bomb­ 
ers. Bombers would soon be out 
of date. Missiles were the weap­ 
ons of the future. 
But it was 
much easier at that time to get 
bombers than for unconventional 
missiles.*’

His ixrpularitv was 
not limited to Missouri. A strict 
Jeffersonian Democrat, he had oi> 
ponents but not even in Congre s 
did he have enemies.

first by anointm ent in 1833 and 
then by election in 1834 to fill the 
unexpired term of Senator Alex­ 
ander Buckner. His popularity was 
not limited to Missouri. A strict 
Jeffersonian Democrat, he had op­ 
ponents but not even in Congress 
did he have enemies. His personal 
friends included such distinguished 
men as John Quincy Adams, An* 
rew' Jackson, John C. Calhoun, Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison, John Tyler.

It is sad indeed when the testi­ 
mony of a neighbor can not be 
trusted. There can be no half- 
truths in the experiences of life. 
Even if that neighbor, in being 
truthful, is forced to work against 
you there must be no hate in your 
heart. He is obligated to God to 
j share the truth of his wisdom and 
’ the love of God for his soul. 
We have seen occasions when 
international situations have been 
created because of incidents that 
have happened between jjeople of 
different races in strained war­ 
like relationships. These incidents 
have not been helped by the seem- 
I ingly untruthfulness as to whal has 
j caused such problems in their orig­ 
inality. Both sides seem to find 
“honor” in telling only that which 
will be of value of them. 
Often these “silenced lies” cotne 
under oath that calls for the “whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.” 
In the society of modern America 
one of the most common, and. in 
the 
same 
instance, 
the 
most 
shameful act of falsehood, arises 
in the form of sly insinuations and 
the raising of suspicious beliefs 
about a person. 
Have you ever noticed how cor­ 
rectly planted remarks about a 
person or a situation can do more 
to destroy something than to have 
it directly denied? 
Another means of sly falsehood 
I is to accuse someone because of 
! his automatic “guilt by associa- 
j tion.” If this were always true, 
i then Jesus would have been a re­ 
jected man long before he was. It 
is true that His association with 
those He came to save was a fac­ 
tor in his rejection and because 
of it falsehood of association was 
I shown to have been an unqualified 
weapon even then. 
No matter what our education 
might be — the strength of our 
word depends upon the fibre of 
our heart and soul. We can be 
powerful in praise, — or we can 
be powerful in punishment. We

our scripture 
lesson about Peteer, as it is re 
corded in Matthew 26:69-75. Peter 
in some wavs was more guilty of 
the death of Jesus than was Judas. 
Judas was recognized for his guilt 
of desire for material possessions. 
Peter denied God because he was 
untruthful to his fellow human be­ 
ing: the Supreme Master of the 
ages! 
Even in silence we often bear 


false witness. Jesus has 
called 
each of us to a special task of wit­ 
nessing to His people. If we are i 
silent in action then there is no 
witness, because our life can not 
carry the entire responsibility. 
We sometimes hear it said of 
some man, “ His actions sjieak so 
loudly, you can’t hear what he 
says.” Actions do often prove to 
be mere falsehoods and are es­ 
pecially impressive. The suggestive 
shrug of t h e shoulder, 
t h e hypo­ 


critical smile, the attempted atti­ 
tude of disgust — these and other 
deceitful actions often have the ef­ 
fect of the outsjxiken falsehood. 
We are untruthful even to Jesus 
if we do not witness in our actions 
AND in sjiokcn word. We must be 
continually true to the high calling 
of mankind in Jesus Christ. 
W’e must be truthful to all walks 
and works of life.

The Ninth Commandment says

All of the 
Commandments 
that 
we 
have 
studied this quarter have the im­ 
plications of moral integrity as a 
basis, but in this Commandment it 
becomes the sheer foundation by 
which we can either destroy or 
keep alive a man’s whole being. 
It is sad indeed when the testi­ 
mony of a neighbor can not be 
trusted. There can be no half­ 
truths in the experiences of life. 
Even if that neighbor, in being 
truthful, is forced to work against 
you there must be no hate in your 
heart. He is obligated to God to 
share the truth of his wisdom and 
the love of God for his soul. 
We have seen occasions when 
international situations have been 
created because of incidents that 
have happened between j^eople of 
different races in strained war­ 
like relationships. These incidents 
have not been helped by the seem­ 
ingly untruthfulness as to what has 
caused such problems in their orig­ 
inality. Both sides seem to find 
"honor’’ in telling only that which 
will be of value of them. 
Often these “silenced lies” come 
under oath that calls for the “whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.” 
In the society of modern America 
one of the most common, and. in 
the 
same 
instance, 
the 
most 
.shameful act of falsehood, arises 
in the form of sly insinuations and 
the raising of suspicious beliefs 
about a person. 
Have you ever noticed how cor­ 
rectly planted remarks about a 
l>erson or a situation can do more 
to destroy something than to have 
it directly denied? 
Another means of sly falsehood 
is to accuse someone because of 
his automatic “guilt by associa­ 
tion.” If* this were always true, 
then Jesus would have been a re­ 
jected man long before he was. It 
it true that His association with 
those He came to save was a fac­ 
tor in his rejection and because 
of it falsehood of association was 
shown to have been an unqualified 
weapon even then. 
No matter what our education 
might be — the strength of our 
word depends upon the fibre of 
our heart and soul. We can be 
powerful in praise, — or we can 
be powerful in punishment. We
